County Demonstrator A, M. Casey at- 
tended tho Mog Cholera Conference for 
"the control of ho^ cholera" at, the 
Kentucky Kxjieriuicnt Station Tuesday 
morning and aftdmoon. Mr. Casey 
sa.vs, that judging from his own experi- 
ence aad that of others, a* expressed 
nt this inoetin)f and at \.irious other 
meetings and occasions, hog cholera can 
be kept down by more care in swine 
rianagement. It is largely a matter of 
s.initatlnn. Hogg kept free from worms 
and in sanitary ipi.irters, all carrion 
l>roinptly bnriu-d or buried, lime used 
tii'i'ly around the hog yards, pleaty of 
Kood water and enough laxative food to 
keep the bowels in goml condition is 
i'>scnli;il. Owners of heiils nre loo prone 
to depend u|>on hog cholera scrum 
treatment alone to keep thair herds 
healthy. 

l/nck of condition, caused by consti- 
|i!ition. worms and other troubles arc u 
forerunner of ciiuleru. When hogs are 
vnceiaated extreme enre should be 
t.iken with tho serum llmt no foiei;,ni 
matter enters; that the temperature ol 
the serum not rise over 10 degrees I''ah 
lenhcit, and that the oi>erator should 
tl oroiighly know his busiaess. Xo one 

shoul.l be allowed to li'^e the doilMc 
treatment without a »|iociul permit from 
rho i^roper authoritiea, as an ignorant 
operator who dees not understand the 
i|an«-prs of infection from tho u.so of 
" llo;; ('hiilera \'irus" may start a rho 
lerii epidemic that will spread all over 
a community. 

The use of the double treatment is n 
tery risky baaiaesa, even under per 
feet conditions, and no one but an ex 
pert should ever administer it, and it in 
not advisable to use it nt all nnder ordi 
nary f.iriii ronilitions. The use of seriiin 
alone is not frauyht with the same dan 
^'er, as tho serum is a jireventive and 
does nut contain cholera germs. The 
fact that hogK are fhmnpy is not noc 
I'ssarily an iioliivition ol i holcra. 

There is only one way to dtvide fi 
iially whether a hog has cholera or not, 
iinl that is a post mortem examination. 
.\s lio>r.s with other troubles very often 
look exactly lika thoaa aalfering from 
cholera, 

I'igeons nre a great carrier of swine 
diseases, more «o e\cn th in bn/zards, 
the,v fly from one feeding jdaco to au 
other carrying the germs of iliseaso In 
iio;; mauagvmcnt it is worthy of note
